which both the Magiſtrate hath no Commiſſion to afford him, 
and in the way he ſeeks it hath been alwayes found helpleſſe and 
unproficable. Neicher is it unknown, or by wiſeft men unobſer- 
vd, that the Church began then moſt apparently to degenerate, 
and goe to ruine, when ſhee borrow'd of che Civill power more 
then fair encouragement and proteRion z more then which Chriſt 
himſelf and his Apoſtles never requir'd, To ſay therefore that We 
frote& and invice all falfe Religions, with icreligion alſo and 
atheiſm, becauſe wee lend not or rather mifſapply nqs the cempo- 


rall power to help out, though in vaing, the ſloth, the ſpleen, the 


inſufficiency of Church-men, in the execution of ſpirituall difci- 
pline, over thoſe within their Charge, or choſe withour, is an im- 
putation that may be layd as well upon the beſt regulated States 
and Governments through the World. Who have been fo pru- 
dent as never to imploy the Civill (word further then the edge 
of it could reach ; that is,to Civill offences onely ; proving alwayes 
againſt obje&s that were ſpirituall a ridiculous weapon. Our pro- 
teion therefore to men in Civill matters unoffenfive we cannot 
deny their Conſciences we leave, as not within our Cogniſance, 
to the proper cure of inftruQion, praying for them. Neverth:lzfſe, 
if any be found among us declar'd atheiſts , malicious enemies of 
God, and of Chriſt ; The Parlament, I think, profefſes not to to- 
lerate ſuch, but with all befitting endeavours to ſupprefſe them. 
Otherwaies co proteCQ none that in a larger ſenſe may be tax'd of 
irreligion or atheiſm , may perhaps be che ready way to exclude 
none ſooner out of proteQion, then thoſe themſclves: that moſt 
accuſe it to be ſogenerall to others. Laftly, that we invite ſuch as 
theſe, or incourage thera, is a meer ſlander without proof.
